And he anſwered and 
ſaid unto them, It is one of the twelve 
that dippeth with me in the diſh. The Son 
of man indeed goth as it is written of him: 
but wo to that man by whom the Son of 
man is betrayed! good were it for that man 
if he had never been born. And as they 
did eat, Jeſus tock bread, and bleſſed, 
and brake it, and gave to chem, and ſaid, 
Tanke, eat: 1 | is my body. And he took 
the cup, and when he had given thanks, he 
gave it to them: and they all drank of it. 
And he faid unto them, This is my blood 
of the new teſtament, which is ſhed for 
many. Verily I fay unto you, I will drink 

no more of the fruit of the vine, until that 

day that I drink it new in the kingdom of 
God. And when they had ſung an hymn, 
they went out into the mount of Olves. 
And Jeſus faid unto them, All ye ſhall be 
offended becauſe of me this night : for it 
is written, I will ſmite the ſhep herd, and 
the ſheep ſhall be ſcattered, But after that 
I am riſen, I will go before you into Galilee. 
But Peter ſaid unto him, Although all ſhall

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be offended, yet will not I. And Jeſus 
ſaid unto him, Verily I fay unto thee, 
that this day, even in this night, before the 
cock crow twice, thou ſhalt deny me thrice. 
But he ſpake the more vehemently, If I 
ſhould die with thee, I will not deny thee 


in any wiſe. Likewiſe alſo ſaid they all!. 
And they came to a place which was named _ 


Gethſemane : and he faith to his diſciples, 
Sit ye here, while I ſhall pray. And he 
taketh with him, Peter, 132 James, and 
John, and began to be ſore amazed, and 


dio be very heavy; and ſaith unto them, M 


ſoul is exceeding ſorrowful unto death: 
tarry ye hear, and watch. And he went 
forward a little, and fell on the ground, 
- and. prayed, that if it were poſſible the 
hour might paſs from him. And he ſaid, 
Abba, Father; All things are poſſible unto 


thee; take away this cup from me: never- 


thcleſs, not what I will, but what thou 


wilt. And he cometh and findeth them 


5 fleeping, and faith unto Peter, Simon, 
fleepeſt thou? couldeſt not thou watch one 


© hour? Watch ye and pray, leſt ye enter 


into temptation : the ſpirit truly is ready, 
but the fleſh is weak. And again he went 


away, and prayed, and ſpake the ſame 
words. And when he returned, he found 


them aſleep again (for their eyes were 
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keavy) neither wiſt they what to anſwer 
him. And he cometh the third time, and 
ſaith unto them, Sleep on now, and take 
your reſt: it is enough, the hour is come; 
behold, the Son of man is betrayed into 
the hands of ſinners. Riſe up, let us go; 
Jo, he that betrayeth me is at hand. And 
immediately, while he yet ſpake, cometh 
Judas, one of the twelve, pots with him 
a great multitude with ſwords and ſtaves, 
from the chief prieſts, and the ſcribes, and 
the elders. And he that betrayed him, 
had given them a token, faying, Whom- 
ſoever I ſhall kiſs, that ſame is he; take 
him, and lead him away fafely. And - me 
ſoon as he was come, he gocth ſtraightway 
to him, and faith, Maſter, maſter, and 
kiſſed him. And they laid their hands on 
him, and took him. And one of them 
that ſtood by, drew a ſword, and ſmote a 
ſervant of the high prieſt, and cut off his 
ear. And Jeſus anſwered, and ſaid unto 
them, Are ye come out as againſt a thief 
with ſwords and with ſtaves to take me? 
J was daily with you in the temple, teach- 
ing, and ye took me not: but the Scrip- 
tures muſt be fulfilled. And they all for- 
ſook him, and fled, And there followed 


him a certain young man having a linen 


choth caſt about his naked 17 5 and the

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young men laid hold on him. And he left 


the linen cloth, and fled from them 
naked. And they led Jeſus away to the 


high prieſt, and with him were aſſembled 


all the chief prieſts, and the elders, and 
the ſcribes; and Peter followed him afar 


off, even into the palace of the high prieſt: 
And he ſat with the ſervants, and warmed 
himſelf at the fire. Ar, the chief prieſts, 
3 and all the council, ſought for witneſs a- 
3 gainſt Jeſus, to put him to death; and found 
none. For many bare falſe witneſs againſt 
him, but their witneſs agreed not together. 
And there aroſe certain, und bare falſe wit- 


neſs againſt him, ſaying, We heard him 


fay, I will deſtroy this temple that is made 
with hands, and within three days I will 
build another made without hands, But 
neither ſo did their witneſs agree together. 
And the high prieſt ſtood up in the midſt, 5 
and asked Tels, ſaying, Anſwereſt thou 
nothing? what is it which theſe witneſs 
againſt thee? But he held his peace, and 
anſwered nothing. Again the high prieſt 
asked him, and Laid unto him, Art thou 
the Chriſt, the Son of the bleſſed? And 
Jeſus ſaid, Jam; and ye {hall ſee the Son 5 
of man ſting on the right hand of power, 
and coming in the clouds of heaven. Then 


the high prieſt rent his clothes and faith, 


— 
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What need we any further witneſſes? ye 
have heard the blaſphemy: what think ye? 
and they all condemned him to be guilty 
of death. And ſome began to ſpit on him, 
and to cover his face, and to buffet him, 
and to ſay unto him, Propheſy; and the 
ſervants did ſtrike him with the palms of 
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their hands. And as Peter was beneath || | 
in the palace, there cometh one of the 1 | 
' maids of the high prieſt; and when ſhe aw ||} 
Peter warming himſelf, ſhe looked upon 
him, and lald: And thou alſo waſt with _ 1 
Jeſus of Nazareth. But he denied, ſaying, | 
I know not, neither underſtand I what il 
thou fayeſt. And he went out into the WHifj8 


porch, and the cock crew. And a maid 
ſaw him again, and began to ſay to them 
that ſtood by, This is one of them. And 
he denied it again. And a little after, they - 
that ſtood by ſaid again to Peter, Surely 
thou art one of them; for thou art a Gali- 
lean, and thy ſpeech agreeth thereto. But 
he began to curſe and to ſwear, ſaying, 
I know not this man of whom ye ſpeak. 
And the ſecond time the cock crew. And 
Peter called to mind the word that Jeſus 
ſaid unto him, Before the cock crow twice, 
thou ſhalt deny me thrice. And when he I 
thought thereon, he wept, e — —

= Lord God hath opened mine ear, 


and I was not rebellious, neither 


turned away back. I gave my back to the 


ſmiters, and my cheeks to them that 
plucked off the hair: I hid not my face 
from ſhame and ſpitting.

A ſtraightway in the morning the 
chief priefts | held a conſultation with

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the elders and ſcribes, and the whole 
council, and bound Jeſus, and carried him 
away, and delivered him to Pilate. And 
Pilate asked him, Art thou the king of 
the Jews? And he anſwering, ſaid unto 
him, Thou ſayeſt it. And the chief prieſts 
| accuſed him of many things: but he an- 
ſwered nothing. And Pilate asked him 
again, ſaying, Anſwereſt thou nothing? 
behold, how many things they witneſs 
againſt thee. But Jeſus yet anſwered no- 
thing : ſo that Pilate marvelled. Now at 
that feaſt he releaſed unto them one pri- 
ſoner, whomſoever they deſired. And there 
was one named Barabbas, which lay bound 


with them that had made inſurrection with 


him, who had committed murder in the 
inſurrection. And the multitude crying 
aloud, began to deſire him to do as he had 
ever done unto them. But Pilate anſwered 
them, ſaying, Will ye that I releaſe unto 
you the king of the Jews? (for he knew 
that the chief prieſts had delivered him 
for envy.) But the chief prieſts moved 
the people, that he ſhould rather releaſe 
Barabbas unto them. And Pilate anſwered, 
and ſaid again unto them, What will ye 
then that I ſhall do unto him whom 
e call the king of the Jews? And they 
ried out Aga Genelty k him. Then Pilate 
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faid unto them, Why, what evil hath his 
done ? and they cried out the more ex- 
ceedingly, Crucify him. And fo Pilate wil- 
ling to content the people, releaſed Barab- 
bas unto them, and delivered Jeſus, when 
he had ſcourged him, to be crucified. And 
the ſoldiers led him away into the hall, 
called Pretorium ; and they call together 
the whole band. And they clothed him 
with purple, and platted a crown of thorns, 
and put it about his head, and began to 
ſalute him, Hail, king of the Jews. And 


they finote him on the head with a reed, © 


and did ſpit upon him, and bowing their 
knees worſhipped him. And when they 


had mocked him, they took of the purple 


from him, and put his own clothes on him, 


and led him out to crucify him. And they 
compel one Simon a Cyrenian, who paſſed 


by, coming out of the country, the father 


of Alexander and Rufus, to bear his croſs, 
And they bring him unto the place Golgo- 


tha, which is, being interpreted, the place 
of a ſcull. And they gave him to drink 
wine mingled with myrrh ; but he received 
it not, And when they had crucified him, 


they parted his garments, caſting lots up- 


on them, what every man ſhould take, 
And it was the third hour, and they cruci- 
fed him, And the ſuperſcription of his 
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OF THE JEWS. And with him they 
crucify two thieves, the one on his right 
hand, and the other on his left. And the 

Scripture was fulfilled, which faith, And 


he was numbered with. the tranſgreſſors. 


And they that paſſed by, railed on him, 


wagging their heads, and ſaying, Ah, thou 


that deſtroyeſt the temple, and buildeſt 


it in three days, fave thyſelf, and come 
down from the croſs. Likewiſe alſo the 


chief prieſts mocking, ſaid among them- 


ſelves with the ſcribes, He ſaved "others x : 
himſelf he cannot fave. Let Chriſt the 9 
King of Iſracl deſcend now from the croſs, 


that. we may ſce and believe. And they 


that were crucified with him, reviled him, 
And when the ſixth hour was come, there 
was darkneſs over the whole land until the 
ninth hour. And at the ninth hour Jeſus 
| cried with a loud voice, faying, Eloi, Eloi, 


lama  [abachthani ? which is, being inter- 


preted, My God, my God, why haſt thou for- 


ſaken me? And ſome of them that ſtood by, 
when they heard it, ſaid, Behold, he call- 
eth Elias. And one ran and filled a ſpunge 
full of vinegar, and put it on a reed, and 


gave him to drink, faying, Let alone; let 


us ſee whether Elias will come to take him 
down. And Jeſus cried with a loud voice, 


accuſation was written over, THE KING 
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and gave up the ghoſt. And the vail of 
the temple was rent in twain from the top 
to the bottom. And when the centurion 
Which ſtood over againſt him, ſaw that he 

ſo cried out, and gave up the ghoſt, he 


ſaid, Truly this man was the Son of God. 
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Te Epiſtle. HEBR. 9. 16. 
THERE a teſtament is, there mult alſo 
of neceſſity be the death of the 
teſtator : for a teſtament is of force after 
men are dead; otherwiſe it is of no ſtrength 


at all whilſt the teſtator liveth. "Whew: ; 
upon, neither the farſt teſtament was dedi- 


_ cated without blood: for when Moſes had

| cording to the law, he took the blood of

This is the blood of the teſtament, which 
God hath enjoined unto you. Moreover, 


ha 6 prinkled likewiſe with blood, both the

niſtry. And almoſt all things are by the 
lav purged with blood; and without ſhed- 
ding of blood is no remiſſion. It was there- 
fore neceſſary that the patterns of things in 
the heavens ſhould be purified with theſe ; 

-.-- Sat. .phe heavenly things themſelves with 
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better ſacrifices than thefe. For Chriſt is 


not entered into the holy places made with 
hands, which are the figures of the true, 
but into heaven itſelf, now to appear in 


the preſence of God for us; nor yet that 


he ſhould offer himſelf often; as the high 
prieſt entereth into the holy place every 
year with blood of others : for then muſt 


he often have ſuffered fince the foundation 
of the world; but now once, in the end of 
the world, hath he appeared to put away fin 
by the facrifice of himſelf. And as it is 


appointed unto men once to die, but after 


this the judgement : ſo Chriſt was once of- 
fered to bear the fins of many; and unto 


them that look for him, ſhall he appear the 


ſecond time without fin unto ſalvation.

HE whole multitude of them aroſe, 
and led him unto Pilate.

Jewry, beginning from Galilee to this 
place. When Pilate heard of Galilee, he 
asked whether the man were a Galilcan. 
And as ſoon as he knew that he belonged 


_ unto Herod's juriſdiction, he ſent him to 
Herod, who himſelf was alſo at Jeruſalem 


at that time. And when Herod ſaw Jeſus 
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he was exceeding glad, for he was defirous 
to ſee him of a long ſeaſon, becauſe he 
had heard many things of him, and he 
hoped to have ſeen ſome miracle done by 
him. Then he queſtioned with him in 
many words; but he anſwered him nothing. 
And the chiet prieſts and ſcribes ſtood and 
vehemently accuſed him. And Herod with 
his men of war ſet him at nought,) and 
- mocked him, and arrayed him in a gor- 
geous robe, and ſent him again to Pilate. 
And the ſame day Pilate and Herod were 
made friends together; 'for before they 
were at enmity between themſelves. And 
Pilate when he had called together the 
chief prieſts, and the rulers, and the peo- 
ple, faid unto them, Ye have brought this 
man unto me, as one that perverteth the 
people, and behold, I having examined 
him before you, have found no fault in 
this man touching thoſe things whereof ye 
accuſe him: No, nor yet Here: for I ſent 
you to him, and lo, nothing worthy of 
death is done unto him. I will therefore 
chaſtiſe him, and releaſe him. For of ne- 
ceſſity he muſt releaſe one unto them at 
the feaſt. And they cried out all at once, 
ſaying, Away with this man, and releaſe 
unto us Barabbas: (who for a certain ſedi- 
tion made in the city, and for murder was 
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caſt in priſon.) Pilate therefore willing to 
releaſe Jeſus, ſpake again to them. Burt 
they cried, ſaying, Crucify him, crucify 
him. And he ſaid unto them the third 

time, Why, what evil hath he done? I 
have found no cauſe of death in him: 1 
will therefore chaſtiſe him, and let him Bo. 
And they were inſtant with loud voices, 
requiring that he might be crucified : and 
the voices of them, and of the chief prieſts 
prevailed. And Pilate gave ſentence, that 
it ſhould be as they required. And he re- 


leaſed unto them, him that for ſedition 


and murder was caſt into priſon, whom 


they had defired ; but he delivered Jeſus 
to their will. And as they led him away, 
Lg they laid hold upon one Simon a Cyrenian, 
coming out of the country, and on him 
they laid the croſs, that he might bear it 
after Jeſus, And there followed him a great 


company of people, and of women, who 


alſo bewailed and lamented him. But Jeſus. 
turning unto them, ſaid, Daughters of Je- 
1 weep not for me, but weep for 
' yourſelves, and for your children. For 
behold, the days are coming, in the which 
they ſhall ſay, Bleſſed are the barren, and 
the wombs that never bare, and the paps 
which never gave ſuck. Then ſhall they 
begin to ſay to the mountains, Fall on i -- 
K + 
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and to the hills, Cover us. For it they do 
' theſe things in a green tree, what ſhall be 
done in the dry? And there were alſo two 
other malefactors led with him to be put to 
death. And when they were come to the 
place which is called Calvary, there they 
crucified him; and the malefactors, one on 
the right hand, and the other on the left. 
Then ſaid Jeſus, Father, forgive them, 
for they know not what they do. And 
they parted his raiment, and caſt lots. And 
the people ſtood beholding ; and the rulers 
ll alſo with them derided him, ſaying, He 
|  faved others, let him fave himſelf, if he 
be Chriſt the choſen of God. And the 
1 ſoldiers alſo mocked him, coming to him; 
and offering him vinegar, and ſaying, If 
thou be the king of the Jews, ſave thy- 
ſelf. Anda ſuperſcription a alſo was writ- 
ten over him in letters of Greek, and La- 
tin, and Hebrew, THIS 418 HE 
KING OF THE JEWS. And one 
of the malefactors which were hanged, rail 
cd on him, faving, If thou be Chriſt, fave 
| thyſelf. and us. But the other anſwering, 
rebuked him, gay ing, Doſt not thou fear 
God, ſeeing thou art in the ſame condemn- 
ation? And we indeed juſtly; for we re- 
ceive the due reward of our deeds, but 
this man hath done nothing amiſs. And

he ſaid unto Jeſus, Lord, remember me 
when thou comeſt into thy kingdom. And 
jeſus faid unto him, Verily I fo unto thee, 
To- day ſhalt thou be with me in paradiſe. 
And * was about the ſixth hour; and there 
was a darkneſs over all the earth until the 
ninth hour. And the ſun was darkened, and 
the vail of the temple was rent in the midſt. 
And when Jeſus had cried with a loud 
voice, he ſaid, Father, into thy hands I 
commend my ſpirit: and having ſaid thus, 
he gave up the ghoſt, Now when the cen- 
turion ſaw what was done, he glorihed God, 
N ſaying, Certainly this was a righteous man. 
And all the people that came together to 
that fight, beholding the things that were 
done, ſmote their breaſts, and returned. 
And all his acquaintance, and the women 
that followed him from Galilee, ſtood afar 
off beholding theſe things.

perfect: for then would they not have 
ceaſed to be offered; becauſe that the wor- 
ſhippers once purged, . ſhould have had no 
more conſcience of fins. But in thoſe ſacri- 
fices there is a remembrance again made 
of ſins every year. For it is not poſſible 
that the blood of bulls and of goats ſhould. 
take away fins: Wherefore when he com- 
eth into the world, he faith, Sacrifice and 
offering thou wouldeſt not, but a body haſt 


thou prepared me: In burnt-offerings and 


facrifices for fin thou haſt had no pleaſure : 
Then faid I, Lo, I come (in the volume of 
the book it is written of me) to do thy 
will, O God. Above, when he ſaid, Sacri- 
fice and offering, and burnt-offerings, and 
offering for fin thou wouldeſt not, neither 
hadſt pleaſure therein, which are offered 
by the law: Then faid he, Lo, I come to 
do thy will, O God. He taketh away the 
firſt, that he may eſtabliſh the ſecond, By 
the which will we are ſanctified, through 
the offering of the body of Jeſus Chriſt 
once for all. And every prieſt ſtandeth 
daily miniſtering, and offering oftentimes 
the ſame ſacrifices, which can never take 
away fins. But this man after he had of- 
fered one ſacrifice for fins, for ever fat down 
on the right hand of God; from hence- 
torth expecting till his enemies be made

his foot-ſtool. For by one offering he hath 
: perfected for ever them that are ſanctified: 
whereof the Holy Ghoſt alſo is a witneſs 


to us: For after that he had faid before, 


'This is the covenant that I will make with 
them after thoſe days, faith the Lord, I 
will put my laws into their hearts, and in 
their minds will I write them; and their 
fins and iniquities will I remember no more. 
Now where remiſſion of thele is, there 1s 
no more offering for fin. Having there- 
fore, brethren, boldneſs to enter. into the 
holieſt by the blood of Jeſus, by a new and 
living way, which he hath conſecrated for 
us, through the vail, that is to fay, his 
fleſh: and having an high prieſt over the 
houſe of God; let us draw near with a true 
heart, in full 8 of faith, having our 
hearts ſprinkled from an evil conſcience, 
and our bodies waſhed with pure water.

But 

Teſus gave him no anſwer. Then faith Pi- 


late unto him, Speakeſt thou not unto me?? 


 Knoweſt thou not that I have power to cru- 


cify thee, and have power to releaſe thee ? 
Jeſus anſwered, Thou couldeſt have no pow- 
er at all againſt me, Except it were given

thee from above : therefore he that deli- 
vered me unto thee, hath the greater fin. 
And from thenceforth Pilate ſought to re- 
leaſe him: but the Jews cried out, ſaying, 
If thou let this man go, thou art not Ceſars 
friend: Whoſoever maketh himſelf a king, 
| ſpeaketh againſt Ceſar. When Pilate there- 
ee heard that laying, he brought Jeſus 
forth, and fat down in the judgement-ſeat, 
ina place that is called the Pavement, but 
in the Hebrew, Gabbatha. And it was the 
preparation of the paſs- over, and about the 
ſixth hour: and he faith unto the Jews, e- 
hold your king. But they cried out, Away 
with him, away with him, crucify him. 
Pilate faith unto them, Shall I crucify your 


king? The chief prieſts anſwered, We have 


no king but Ceſar. Then delivered: HE -- 
him therefore unto then: to be crucified : 
and they took Jeſus, and led him away. 
And he bearing his croſs, went forth into 
a place called the place of a ſcull, which is 
called in the Hebrew, Golgotha: where they 
erucified him, and two other with him, 
on either ſide one, and Jeſus in the midſt. 
And Pilate wrote a title, and put it on the 
croſs. And the writing was, JESUS OF 
NAZARETH THE KING OF 
THE JEWS. This title then read ma- 
ny of the Jews: for the place where Jeſus

was s crucified was nigh to the city: and it 
was written in Hebrew, and Greek, and 


Latin. Then ſaid the chief prieſts of the 


Jews to Pilate, Write not the king of the 


Jews; but that he faid, I am king of 


the Jews. Pilate anſwered, What I 1 
written, I have written. Then the ſol- 
diers, when they had crucified Jeſus, took 


his garments, (and made four parts, to 
every ſoldier a part) and alſo his coat: now 
the coat was without ſeam, woven from 
the top throughout. They ſaid therefore 


among themſelves, Let us not rend it, but 


caſt lots for it, whole it ſhall be : that the 


ſcripture might be fulfilled, which ſaith, 


They parted my raiment among them, and 


for my veſture they did caſt lots. Theſe 


: things therefore the ſoldiers did. Now 
there ſtood by the croſs of Jeſus, hin mo- 


ther, and his mother's ſiſter, Mary the 


wife of Cleophas, and Mary Magdalene.

Jews therefore, becauſe 1t was the prepa- 
ration, that the bodies ſhould not remain 
upon the croſs on the ſabbath- day, (tor 

that ſabbath-day was an high day) beſought 


Pilate that their legs might be broken, and 


that they might be taken away. Then 
came the ſoldiers, and brake the legs of 
the firſt, and of the other which was cru- 
cified with him. But when they came to 
Jeſus, and ſaw that he was dead already, 
they brake not his legs. But one of the 

ſoldiers with a ſpear pierced his fide, and 
forthwith came there out blood and water. 
And he that faw it bare record, and his 
record is true: and he W that he 

ſaich true, that ye might believe. For 
theſe things were done that the ſcripture 
ſhould be fulfilled, A bone of him ſhall not 
be broken.
